Problem with old landfill 
Is city responsible or 
new owner cover it?

An old m atter is cropping back u p to 
hau nt the Dix on City Cou ncil. 
The m atter is a new ord er by the 
state Env ironmental Protection Agen­ 
cy (EPA) that the old Dix on land fill 
need s two feet of soil cov ering, a proj­ 
ect d escribed by engineers as “qu ite 
costly .” 
One of the hitches in the m atter is 
that Dix on no longer owns the old land ­ 
fill site. It was pu rchased by Kenneth 
Miller. 
As early as March 6 , 1973, Warren 
Wald er, may or then, reported to the 
cou ncil he had Miller’s offer for the old 
land fill site. At that time all bu t one 
member of the city cou ncil was in fav or 
of selling the property . Only Jim G. 
Bu rke opposed the sale, say ing he 
thou ght the property wou ld increase in 
v alu e. 
Tbe property was pu t u p for bid s. On 
May 21,197 3, the bid s were opened . Mil­ 
ler’s $16,5 5 5 was high. The bid s were 
laid ov er the cu stomary two weeks for 


pu blic inspection and on Ju ne 4, 1973, 
the cou ncil v oted to sell the property to 
Miller. 
Wald er mad e it qu ite clear the prop­ 
erty was being sold on an as-is basis, 
say ing he and City Atty . Tomas Mag- 
d ich were in agreement that wou ld be 
the stipu lation. 
In April of 1974 the EPA informed 
the city by letter the old land fill was 
cov ered to EPA satisfaction. 
Now the EPA say s the land fill need s 
the cov ering becau se of “erosion” and 
becau se “d u mping at the site has not 
been d iscontinu ed .” 
If the sale agreem ent was hand led 
accord ing to Wald er’s assu rances, then 
the city has ncXhing to worry abou t, the 
c(Mit of cov ering the site shou ld fall to 
Miller. 
Lu ke Morin, attorney for Miller, ap­ 
proached the city cou ncil Mond ay night 
with the problem. All of the cou ncilmen 
agreed that the problem wasn’t the 
city ’s. 
Bu t a check of the record s rev eals 


that althou gh the cou ncil v oted to sell 
the property on Ju ne 4, 1973, the final 
d eal and pay ment was not completed 
u ntil Dec. 13,197 4,18 months later. 
Morin said some EPA letters after 
the April, 1974, one giv ing the site fu ll 
approv al, warned that something mu st 
be d ime. 
If the cotmcil continu es to balk at ac­ 
cepting respcmsibility the cost will hav e 
to be borne by Miller or the case will 
probably go to the cou rts. 
The cou ncil also learned its search 
for a new city attorney to replace Mag- 
d ich, who has resigned effectiv e Au g. 1, 
has narrowed to two choices. The only 
applicants are Albert Kenned y , former 
Lee Cou nty State’s Attorney , and the 
Sterling law firm of Ward , Ward , Cas- 
tend y ke, Mu rray and Pace, which in­ 
tend to hand le the job throu gh Bob 
Branson, who liv es in Dix on. 
The coimcil is planning ind iv id u al 
interv iews with the two applicants 
TTiu rsd ay ev ening in the m ay or’s office.

Were th e good old 
days really th at good?

NEW YORK— A nationwide 
wave of nostalgia harks us back to 
the late ’20s and early ’30s, those 
years that tinkled like a jolly bell- 
gay, delightful, reassuring. But the 
good old days? I wonder. 
Th(^e were the days when the 
president of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change went to prison, as did Holly­ 
wood emperors William Fox and Jo­ 
seph Schenck. Bruno Hauptmann 
kidnaped the Lindbergh baby—who 
later on was found in a ditch, dead. 
And, in most places, it was better to 
know the judge than to know the law. 
Incredibly popular Jimmy Walk­ 
er was mayor of New York—re­ 
elected by an astounding 400,000 
votes, the largest plurality ever giv­ 
en. But City Hall was as crowded 
with grafters as Coney Island with 
bathers on a hot Sunday. The graft­ 
ers were at last caught with their 
“tin boxes” by special prosecutor 
Thomas E. Dewey—a bright and 
fearless light that pierced the muck 
and mire of the sooty events of those 
bygone days. 
A newspaper conspired with New 
Jersey ’s ambitious state’s attorney 
to retry for murder, for the second 
time, the principals in the Hall-Mills 
case, members of a highly respected 
New Jersey family. The crux of the 
retrial was a character called “The 


Fig Woman,” who proved a com­ 
plete phony. 
Our courts were in total sham­ 
bles, graft-ridden every where. 
Crooked Boston, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Los Angeles, Miami, Philadel­ 
phia and other police were out of jail 
on easy bond. And in Tennessee, 
William Jennings Bryan and Clar­ 
ence Darrow sensationally debated 
whether Eve had indeed emerged 
from Adam’s rib in the John T. 
Scopes “Monkey Trial.” 
America bloomed with bad 
hooch, beer barons, bootleggers and 
their Tommy guns, their diamonds 
and their molls. 
The St. Valentine’s Day Massa­ 
cre in Chicago involved Brooklyn- 
born Mafia chieftain “Scarface” A1 
Capone. “Scarface” boasted that he 
had the Illinois politicians in his 
pocket and arranged to kill seven ri­ 
vals in a vacant Chicago garage. 
He gave them the biggest funeral 
of all. New York assassin “Legs” 
Diamond, the infamous Louis Lep- 
ke, the king of Murder Inc. and do|^- 
traffic king Charles “Lucky” Lucia­ 
no attended. The eulogy these rivals 
placed on the graves was typical; a 
gigantic wreath festooned “A True 
Tribute.” 
Madison Square Garden promot­ 
ed its gruesome, month-long “Mara­ 
thon Dances.” Young Mae West was 
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a household word with her “Come up 
and see me some time.” Rudolph 
Valentino died, age 31. His personal 
debts were paid by handing his 
corpse to a Broadway undertaker’s 
press agent who exhibited it at 50 
cents a head in a Broadway automo­ 
bile show room. 
Rich Manhattan real estate oper­ 
ator “Daddy” Browning, a fast pub­ 
licity hound on any track, rode 
around town in an orchid-colored 
Rolls-Royce. The tabloid “ New 
York Graphic,” for its readers’*élé­ 
vation, front-paged “Daddy” in 
composite pictures showing his ad­ 
ventures with his child bride 
“Peaches” rolling on a bear rug and 
barking “woof, woof.” 
Newspaper sy ndicates asked 
Texas Guinan, operating New 
York’s best-known clip joint, many- 
times-married Peggy Hopkins Joyce 
and evangelist Billy Sunday to write 
columns. Texas Guinan began hers 
with her greeting to her night club 
patrons: “Hello, sucker!” And our 
public didn’t mind that one is born 
every minuted. 
A corset salesman named Henry 
Judd Gray killed Ruth Snyder’s edi- 
tor-husband with a sash weight, as 
they planned, and she testified under 
a barrage of flashlight bulbs, very 
perky and sexy, in the drab court­ 
house in Queens, Long Island. Texas 
Guinan, Peggy Joyce and Billy Sun­ 
day were invited to their execution 
in Sing Sing’s electric chair and the 
public everywhere was treated to 
news photographs of the pair jerking 
and burning. 
Ruby Keeler was one of Texas 
Guinan’s dancers, as was George 
Raft. Ruby married Ai Jolson, who 
pioneered in “The Jazz Singer,” the 
first talking movie ever made. Both 
nice people, they were nevertheless 
menaced by extortionist hoodlums 
on their wedding day. Their lives 
were threatened. 
Long ago, Horace Greely wrote: 
“The illusion that times that were 
better than those today has always 
prevailed.” Just as today, the bad 
came with the good, of course, and 
perhaps today’s disgusted millions 
can gain an encouraging perspective 
from these reminders.

Some call our failures to react to 
provocation “forbearance.”

Voices are 
raised each time cautioning us to re­ 
consider world opinion. Or warning 
that we might unleash the madness 
of nuclear warfare. Somehow, it 
never occurs to the owners of these 
voices to wonder why those offering 
the provocation are never worried 
that they might start World War III 
and set loose the missiles. 
Have we stopped to think that 
young Americans have seldom if 
ever in their lives seen America act 
as a great nation? None of them has 
any memory of an America so re­ 
spected that its citizens, caught in a 
foreign conflict or revolution could, 
by simply pinning an American flag 
on their coat, walk safely through 
the battle without threat from either 
side. They only know an America 
where it isn’t safe to walk through 
the park. 


Unproductive execu tives costly 


A good g ame of trial 
and much erro r

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Don’t 
trust the latest predictions on what’s 
next with prices, jobs or the econo­ 
my generally. 
There’s no evidence today’s fore­ 
casts are better than the predictions 
which preceded the 1974-75 reces­ 
sion. 
Government and academic econ­ 
omists have not yet done the re­ 
search necessary to achieve better 
measuring sticks. Methods are be­ 
ing changed, but there is little assur­ 
ance the shifts will make forecasts 
much more reliable. All that is cer­ 
tain is that some of the new formu­ 
las, developed after the current re­ 
cession was in full swing, would 
have predicted the sad shape of the 
economy more quickly and accu­ 
rately. 
But it is relatively easy to build a 
model which predicts the past pre­ 
cisely. Any economist worth his salt 
can keep jiggering with his equa­ 
tions and the data he selects until 
they match last y ear’s curve. That 
doesn’t mean his formulas will work 
for next year. 
Basically, the problem is that 
economic research is in such a prim­ 
itive stage that, in the mean, the ex­ 
perts don’t know what they ’re meas­ 
uring or what the measurements 
signify. 
Economists are basically artists. 
They use the latest in computers and 


advanced mathematical techniques. 
Their equSitions are marvels to be­ 
hold. This does not make them sci­ 
entists. Science consists of precise 
measurements and the testing of 
theory against reality. Most eco­ 
nomic theories and predictions, on 
the contrary, are based on assumpt­ 
ions which vary according to the in­ 
dividual philosophy of the econo­ 
mists concerned. Computers and 
mathematical equations do not cor­ 
rect wrong assumptions or inaccu­ 
rate data. 


But there’s more to the problem 
than the economists. For one, the re­ 
quired data isn’t available. Accurate 
economic forecasting requires hun­ 
dreds of thousands—some would 
say millions—of bits and pieces of 
accurate information. Many compa­ 
nies, because it’s not necessary for 
business operations, inevitably don’t 
keep records of numbers of items 
economists think they want. 


A great deal of the available data 
is kept in one form by some compa­ 
nies, in other forms by others. This 
lack of uniformity makes it next to 
impossible to add up results in any 
meaningful way. 
The economists, thus far, are not, 
after all, certain of what data they 
want. They’re in the process of try ­ 
ing one thing and another, to see 
what works. This would be relatively

Cushing and Cushing, a Los An­ 
geles consulting firm, estimates that 
more than 15 per cent of the execu­ 
tives currently at work in American 
-industry are unqualified tor their 
jobs. By comparison, the latest Mc- 
^Graw-Hill survey ol capital obsoles­ 
cence shows that management con­ 
siders only about 11 per cent of its 
plant and equipment to be unproduc­ 
tive and obsolete. 
When the Cushing ^tim ate is 
projected on the Census Bureau’s 
salary totals lor the nearly nine mil- 
■ ibn executives irUhe United States. 


the annual cost of the obsolete-man­ 
agerial talent comes to a staggenng 
$16 billion. That doesn’t include bo­ 
nuses, pensions and other fringe 
benelits normally paid to execu­ 
tives. 
Why IS It that so many executives 
hold jobs they cannot perform*’ 
There are any number of rea­ 
sons, but in fast-growing companies, 
especially, individuals are often pro­ 
moted from positions tor which they 
were qualified into succeedingly 
higher hobs tor which they are less 
and less qualified (the Peter Princi­ 
ple).Apparently the most frequent 
way a company has ol getting rid ot 
an incompetent executive is by 
palming him off to another compa­ 
ny. 
As to why a company would re- 


easy if they were dealing with one or 
two firms. But to get clear results 
would require that the economist be 
able to tell thousands of companies 
to change their reporting systems 
every so often to provide the differ­ 
ent bits of data the economists would 
need for a new round of trial and er­ 
ror. This is obviously impossible if 
the economy is, to keep going. 
With the dollar’s value, and com­ 
modity-product prices, constantly 
changing, the economists have not 
found an accurate way to compare 
one y ear’s data with that of other 
years. They have not figured out a 
means for comparing a 1975 product 
with a 1974 model in meaningful 
terms. 
They do not know how to compare 
a labor force working at full tilt and 
one working at lower efficiency be­ 
cause of a cutback in sales, but kept 
on the job because an employer be­ 
lieves he will need those same men 
next month or six months hence and 
does not want to lose them. 
The economists frequently do not 
differentiate accurately between 
sales and deliveries in the detail 
needed, or how to measure stockpil­ 
ing or inventory building with any 
degree of correctness, it being all too 
similar to “adding apples and or­ 
anges.” Being able to gather this da­ 
ta for one product or another is one 
thing. Toting it all up to evaluate the 
state of the economy is another.

No n an swers to nonquestions 
can turn into nonnews

WASHINGTON (NEA)-- Daily 
around the noon hour the public ad­ 
dress system in the White House 
press room interrupts the poker 
games and dice rolling to proclaim 
the convention of the regular brief­ 
ing. What happens then is testi­ 
mony to the truth that the gather­ 
ing ot presidential news, like the 
making of lunchmeat, is often a 
process best unwitnessed by the 
consumer. 
Example: Some months ago 
when the tax cut bill was given to 
the White House, reporters at a 
briefing asked Press Secretary 
Hon Nessen if the President was 
going to sign it or veto it. Nessen 
replied simply: “The President is 
deciding.” That answer, meaning­ 
less, was succeeded by 15 minutes 
qt thetoUowing: 
“Hon, can we say firmly he has 
made a decision?” 
A. He IS deciding. 
“Then is it firm he has not de­ 
cided?” 
A. He IS deciding. 
"What does that mean, Hon?” 
A. He is deciding. 
“Well, is he. uh, leaning in one 
direction or the other?” 
And so on. 
By purpose the brieting is the 
shortest line betweeen White House 
activity and the public’s right to 
Hnow. In reality it is more often 
used tor propaganda by the admin­ 
istration and posturing by the 
press. The result commonly is that 
hard inlormation seldom surfaces 
above the overlay ot gossipy, rou­ 
tine pronouncements. 
■■■■■■—Ill 
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Actually, such is to be expected. 
Presidents have seldom been will­ 
ing to freely divulge news other 
than that felt prudently obligatory, 
or self-serving. Press briefings, 
therefore have rarely supplied as 
much data as they’ve suppressed. 
What makes the situation more se­ 
rious today is that the press re­ 
mains culpable in circumstances 
that cheat the public. The lessons 
ot Watergate be damned, reporters 
have done almost nothing to in­ 
crease meaningful White House 
news How and almost everything 
to, in eltect deny it. 
Not that reporters inhibit the 
news purposely. The rub is that 
their attempts to get more of it 
have been largely counterproduc­ 
tive. Where the pre-Watergate idea 
of White House coverage was to 
lounge around the press room ask­ 
ing questions, the iaea now seems to 
be to lounge around asking loaded 
questions. Briefings remain the 
principal news source, therefore, 
but they have become so raucous 
that even what small value they 
have IS diminished. Press Secre­ 
tary Nessen has been so upset dur­ 
ing brieting encounters that he has 
at times forgotten to announce (or 
purposely withheld) news items on 
the agenda. 


Indeed the affairs have grown 
overnpe. A minister who is also a 
newspaper columnist attends regu­ 
larly, in collar, to ask nonquestions 
designed solely to force ncman- 
swers 
A woman correspondent 
from Texas, “a briefing regular 
since the days ot Grant,” is so irri­ 


tating even fellow reporters groan 
and snicker. 
Some White House press staff­ 
ers fret privately about violence. 
At one briefing a reporter who felt 
his questions were being evaded 
balled his hand into an obscene 
gesture and pointed it at Nessen 
until the session ended. 


At best the press corps pressure 
IS futile. Press secretaries are 
hired hands, and press briefings 
are devices used by their employ­ 
ers for limited purposes. Besides, 
as a Nessen assistant explains, 
“We truthfully don’t know many of 
the answers the press wants. Hon is 
not a policy maker. 1 am not a poli­ 
cy maker. The President does not 
actually confide in either of us to 
any great length. If you insist on 
asking how Jerry Ford views John 
Connaily, well, go ahead ask, but 
we can’t tell you because we just 
don’t know.” 
The real problem with press 
briefings then is that so many re­ 
porters—and thereby so many U.S. 
citizens—rely so heavily on them to 
provide the Administration gospel. 
Asking otticials to inform on them­ 
selves would seem a fairiy obvious 
waste of time, yet it remains the 
primary strategy ot White House 
news coverage. 
So it IS, one year after Richard 
Nixon, and in the mam, the admin­ 
istration continues to be in control 
of what is seen ot it, what is said of 
it and what is thought ot it. And this 
as post-Watergate scnbes continue 
to report that Jerry Ford is the 
most open president in memory.

No one knows precisely 
where Sam Adams was on the 
night of March 5 ,17 7 0. 
He m ay hav e been home, his 
palsied head nodding v igorou s­ 
ly in the candlelight as he 
penned another of his atrocity 
stories abou t the British troops 
that had been occu py ing Boston 
for the past 18 months. 
Adams almost certainly was 
not phy sically present in front 
of the old State Hou se on King 
Street (now State Street) where 
the lone British sentry was be­ 
ing tau nted and threatened by a 
gang of tou ghs. He did not see 
the British troops marching to 
the scene on the dou ble, facing 
the angry mob with gu ns ready . 
Bu t when those long mu skets 
spit orange fire in a ragged 
thu nderou s v olley , leav ing 
three men dead and two mor­ 
tally inju red on the bloody cob­ 
blestones, the way was open for 
the m aster propagandist to 
achiev e his greatest triu mph to 
date. The rowdy street v iolence 
became the “Boston Massa­ 
cre.” The slain citizens, Samu el 
Gray , Jam es Caldwell, Samu el 
Mav erick, Patrick Carr and 
Crispu s Attu cks (first black 
m an to die in the rev olu tionary 
stru ggle) were eu logized at a 
hu ge pu blic fu neral and be­ 


came m arty rs to the cau se of 
liberty . 
It was the m (^t striking ex ­ 
ample of pu blic relations and 
adv ocacy jou rnalism the colo­ 
nies had ev er seen. 
Adams and his radical col­ 
leagu es had been whipping u p 
popu lar feelings against the 
British since the Stamp Act, 
fiv e y ears before. That act was 
repealed, 
bu t 
P arliam ent 
passed the Townshend Rev enu e 
Act of 17 67 . The ou tcry that 
greeted the Stamp Act was re­ 


peated. Adams and his Sons of 
Liberty promoted boy cotts of 
British goods. Ships owned by 
John Hancock—that oily , slip­ 
pery , demagogu e—slipped into 
Boston time and again withou t 
making ou t proper cu stoms 
declarations. His M ajesty ’s 
cu stoms agents were intimi­ 
dated and rou ghed u p. 
In Lond(x i, George III and his 
chief ministers tightened their 
lips and cam e to a decision. 
Two regiments of roy al troops 
were dispatched from Halifax 


and q u artered in Boston. 
The Americans thou ght them 
a scu rv y lot. Jam es Otis said 
they stu nk—literally . 
Boston 
was an (Kcu pied town, and Sam 
Adams made the most of it. His 
"Jou rnal of the Times,” re­ 
printed in newspapers u p and 
down the colonies, charged the 
British redcoats with the most 
rev olting crimes. Ev ery inci­ 
dent was magnified ou t of pro­ 
portion. Steadily , the fev er of 
hatred grew. 
Two weeks before the Boston 
M assacre, a hated cu stoms in­ 
former, Ebenezer Richardson, 
fired into a mob that was 
threatening his home. A boy , 
(Christopher Seider, was fatally 
wou ndeid and Richardson was 
lircky to escape ly nching. He 
was tried and conv icted bu t 
nev er sentenced. The broadside 
reprodu ced here shows that the 
Patriots thou ght 
Richardson 
gu ilty of m u rder and that ju s­ 
tice had not been carried ou t. 
The 
Boston 
Massacre 
in­ 
creased the v oltage of pu blic in­ 
dignation tenfold. No deed was 
too dreadfu l for Sam Adams to 
attribu te to the British. Nev er 
mind that his own cou sin, John 
Adams, su ccessfu lly defended 
the British soldiers and their 
commander in cou rt. Nev er 
mind that the men who had 
been killed had not been nigniy 
regarded in Boston. Samu el 
Adams skillfu lly if cy nically 
u sed the ev ent to promote what 
had been dev eloping in his mind 
since 17 65—independence from 
Britain. 
Anniv ersaries of the m assa­ 
cre were commemorated for 
y ears by Bostonians as they 


held demonstrations, listened 
to “m assacre” orations and 
read Patriot Versions of the af­ 
fair in the newspapers. Another 
propaganda dev ice was the 
pu blication of broadsides, ol 
which “ A Monu mental Inscrip­ 
tion on the Fifth of M arch” is an 
ex cellent ex ample. It was pu b­ 


lished in Boston in 17 7 2 by the 
Patriot printer, Isaiah Thomas. 
It inclu des a woodcu t by Pau l 
Rev ere that differs in some de­ 
tails from the more famou s en­ 
grav ing of the Boston Massacre 
that helped fix the ev ent forev ­ 
er in the minds and hearts of 
the American people.

The pendulum swings from 
one ex treme to another in many 
phases of human society .

Some of them actually can­ 
celled this column just because 
I made this statement, without 
any additional'comment:

So y ou can see the radical 
shift of thé pendulum in 20 
y ears time. 
Indeed, the Chicago Tribune 
about 1942 even deleted the 
word “sy philis” from my daily 
newspaper Quiz Column when I 
ran this four-answer question : 
“Which one of these ailments 
is never inherited? FEEBLE­ 
MINDEDNESS - DEAFNESS - 
SYPHILIS - COLORBLIND­ 
NESS” 
When I laughed at their ultra 
prudish reaction, especially 


since fhey Had Boasts aboUl 
being the first newspaper to 
print the word “sy philis,” they 
hnally 
agreed 
to substitute 
“Venereal Disease” for that hor­ 
rendous word “Sy philis.” 
Even now, I still employ dis­ 
creet language, such as “Bou­ 
doir Cheesecake” and “Erotic 
Calories” instead of lewd or 
four-letter words regarding 
sex ual education. 
But J oe is certainly 100 per 
cent correct in say ing it is still 
very 
embarrassing 
to 
high 
schoolers to be ex posed to illu­ 
strated sex lectures when in a 
mix ed class. 
Besides, that chokes off most 
of the questions that would oth­ 
erwise be asked by the girls, if 
they were in a female audience, 
or the boy s, if they were like­ 
wise in their own male group. 
Even during the “Question & 
Answer” forums following my 
public lectures, the sponsoring 
organization will not receive 10 
per cent of the usual questions, 
if they are asked aloud in such a 
mix ed audience, as if the crowd 
can write down its queries on a 
slip of paper and pass them to 
the ushers.

Why waste personpower?

Why mandatory retirement? 
It’s inhuman. It’s discrimina­ 
tory . And it’s a waste of, not 
manp ower, but a waste of p er- 
sonp ower because it affects 
men and women alike. 
More than 100 y ears ag o, 65 
was settled as the ag e when 
p eop le in the United States 
should retire from work. But 
times have chang ed. We are 
now an industrial and not an 
ag rarian nation. Machines do 
tl^ heavy work and we aren’t 
p hy sically drained at an early 
ag e. Peop le are better educated 
and trained with useful skills. 
Medicine and science have im­ 
p roved the g eneral health and 
added to the averag e long evity 
of those who today are referred 
to as “the ag ing ” 
Is 65 the rig ht time for every - 
oaq to be h a n d^ his “walking 
p ap en” and turned out of his 
job? Usually his mandat(Mry re­ 
tirement means a forced with­ 
drawal from what was a nor­ 
mal, active and p roductive life. 
Because so-called “old ag e” 
w4ien p eop le are cut loose from 
their jobs and earning cap acity 
affects each individual differ­ 
ently other factors should be 
taken into consid^atlon. Re­ 
tirement should be based cm a 
l^mMMi’s health, tem p eram ent 
and p erhap s, his desire to con­ 
tinue at the same job or start a 
r#w one, his wMi to take p art in 
civic work or busv himself with 


hobbies or just to loaf and take 
it easy doing nothing . 
And 
should not his p ersonal and 
family resp onsibilities be taken 
into account? 
There is a vast reservoir of 
talent and ex p erience being 
drained away by a century -old 
assump ticm that a p erson can’t 
handle his job effectively any 
long er after he ce le brate his 
65th birthday . A recent survey 
by the New York State Division 
of Human R ig hts revealed 
workers over 65 are at least as 
p unctual, have fewer on-the-job 
accidents and fewer absence 
due to illnesses and other rea­ 
sons as y oung er workers 
Bernard Hirsh, g eneral coun­ 
sel of the American Medical 
Association, has said: “When 
y ou want to work and can’t, 
that’s discrimination. Comp ul­ 
sory retirem ent can be a p rime 
factor in an older p erson's 
p hy sical and emotional deterio­ 
ration Conversely , work after 
65 can imp rove life ex p ectancy , 
increase p hy sical and emotion­ 
al stam ina, even bo(^t earning 
p ower. 
A larg e army of y oung er p eo 
p ie m arch in p lace on a tread­ 
mill, waiting to take over the 
jobs of older workers. They are 
talented, qualified. Youth, too, 
must be served, even it y outh 
hap p ens to be 40-to-50. Most 
want a better job vrith g reater 
resp onsibilities and an op p or- 
tunitv to make more monev 


And ag e and seniority shouldn’t 
stop y oung er p eop le from g et­ 
ting ahead 
Instead of shredding abilities 
of those over 65 into a p erson- 
p ower trash basket continuing 
use could be made of the ag ing 
worker 
I.et’s not p enalize the older 
worker by p utting him out to 
p asture or discarding him to 
veg etate when his talents mig ht 
better be used.

DEAR POLLY - One of my 
Pet Peeves is that when I g o to 
a shower and the g ifts are 
op ened I see how the g ift reci­ 
p ient has to strug g le op ening 
the box es that small ap oliances 
and hosewares come in. They 
are usuaully stap led tog ether 
with larg e stap les that are 
imp ossible to remove without 
p liers or a screw driver. Try ing 
to op en them often causes 
broken nails, scrap ed knuckles 
and a lot of frustration 
I think any one g iving such a 
g ift should remove or at least 
loosen such stap les before 
wrap p ing the g ift 
Gummed 
tap e could be u ^ to keep the 
box closed and tap e is certainly 
easier to remove than stap les,

Most old p lastic and leather 
p urses are g reat to use for 
making slip p ers, shoes and 
boots for dolls. Such m aterial is 
p liable and can be sewn on the 
machine. 
To avoid losing my children’s 
g loves I sew the top of the g love 
to the front of the jacket sleeve. 
When storing y our ironing 
board on end slip a p ap er bag 
over the end on which it stands 
to keep the cover clean. 
Cut notch m arks on a p attern 
so that they g o out rather than 
in on the m aterial This help s 
p revent fray ing and also allows 
a bit more m aterial if the 
g arm ent has to be let out. 
Wear a terry cloth ap ron 
when sewing slip p ery fabric. 
(Polly ’s note: If y ou do not have 
such an ap ron p in a big bath 
towel around y our waist.) 
Sheet blankets are never long 
or wide enoug h to tuck in when 
used as a bottom sheet. I p in a 
blanket to a fitted sheet and sew 
them tog ether with a 
long 
stitch. In sum m er the stitches 
are easily removed and the 
sheet is used alone. — MRS. 
M D 
DEAR P O L L Y - My daug h- 
ter-in-law w as com p laining 
about the fibers in her carp et 
being so stiff after she sham ­ 
p ooed it. 1 sug g ^ted that she 
p ut some fabric softener in with 
the shamp cK) she was using 
when she nex t cleaned her rug 
and she did. This left the fibers 
soft and g ave the rug a nice fra­ 
g rance, too — DGT.

The g reat m ass of Indian 
jewelry on today ’s m arket is an 
attractive and p op ular p ur­ 
chase for the collector and the 
casual customer. 
But outside the Southwestern 
United States where some reg - 
ulatiims are used to control the 
sale of Indian jewelry the rule 
for buy ers is, “ Be Careful.’’ 
William R. Lancaster, writ­ 
ing in “The International Tur­ 
quoise Annual” offers some 
sug g estions for determining the 
quality of the jewelry y ou own 
or p lan to buy . 
He sug g ests that the p iece be 
studied throug h a 
10-p ower 
hand lens, if p ossible. Individu­ 
al hand work is less p recise 
than stam p ed edg es and lines. 
If the p iece was handstamp ed 
there will be slig ht irreg ulari­ 
ties “thoug h if the work is g ood 
the naked ey e would not nore- 
mally p ick them up .” 
Look for a silverm ark of the 
craftsm an. If one is stamp ed on 
the back “Your odds of value g o 
up , every thing else being p osi­ 
tive.” 
If y our p iece is handcrafted, 
study the detail of the silver- 
work. Joints should be even and 
w ell-soldered. 
The 
desig n 
should be consistent with a solid 
ap p earance. 
“Study the turquoise in the 
p iece. Is it well cut? Do the 
stones m atch well? Does it fit 
snug in the setting ?” You also 
will want to study the m atrix 
and color of the stone. 
“A detailed desig n done well 
took someone a lot more time 
than a p lain or slop p y one. You 
have to g o by log ic. It’s y our on­ 
ly weap on,” Lancaster p oints 
out 
And he cautions, “For every 
conceivable op p OTtunity , y ou 
can bet that some unscrup ulous 
fast buck artist has found a 
loop hole.” 
It is not our intent to p revent 
y ou from buy ing Indian jewel­ 
ry . but only to urg e y ou, the 
consum er, to use caution, 
knowledg e and g ood sense 
when making y our p urchases. 
This is a field in which p rices 
have rap idly increased in re­ 
cent y ears and continue to rise 
at a fast p ace 
It is also a field controlled in 
p art by fashion fads so what is 
p op ular today may be rep laced 
by a different sty le tomorrow. 
You should g et ^ 
value from 
a $50 p rice. One way to safe­ 
g uard y our p urchase 
is to 
choose a dealer carefully and 
use his judg ment 
And y ou 


mig ht look for the I AC A decal 
on the dealer’s window. 
This decal of the Indian Arts 
and Crafts Association is used 
by mem bers who subscribe to a 
g eneral code of ethics. A new 
trade org anization. The Inter­ 
national Turquoise Association, 
is now in the formulative stag e. 
It will have two objectives. The 
first will be to p rovide technical 
serv ic e for members and the 
second will be enforcement of 
an association code of ethics 
stressing honorable business 
dealing s. Both of these org ani- 
zati(x is will work tog ether for 
the consum er’s benefit. We can 
only ap p laud their efforts.

Sourdoug h is be­ 
coming hig hly p op ular all over 
the United States, thoug h orig i­ 
nally it was a p ioneer sp ecialty . 
She w rites: Old sourdoug h 
starters have two main ori­ 
g ins—the Alaska (Jold Rush 
and the California Gold Rush. 
Water is the base of the Alaska 
starter ; milk is the base of 
C alifornia s ta rte r. Old-time** 
p rosp ectors took their sotfrj^ 
doug h p ot to bed with them at 
nig ht to keep it warm and word­ 
ing . On long cold journey s, they 
often wore it, thickened with 
flour, in a bag around their 
neck. 
“Souidoug h is a nutritious 
food. During the sourdoug h 
p rocess the sug ar and stariSET! 
convert to lactic acid vdiich 
g ives it the sour odor and also-* 
creates usable p rotein. 
“^ a can be added to ^ e 
batter just before baking ' to 
make it lig hter but never add 
soda to the starter or it will kill 
the y east. Mix sourdoug h in a 
g lass or p ottery container. Nev­ 
er use m etal and never leav ^a 
metal sp oon in the co n tain e » ^ 
She follows with a comp lete*? 
recip e for her sourdoug h starts*- 
er which, she tells us, is m w o 
than 100 y ears old.

The Do cto r Says:

DEAR DR. LAMB— Recent­ 
ly , th inking I was h av ing a 
h eart attack, my h usband 
rush ed me to th e h ospital. We 
know th at I h av e a h eart condi­ 
tion, “beginning h eart failure.” 
I was giv en ox y gen, put on th e 
h eart monitor, and an intrav e­ 
nous started promptly in th e 
emergency room. 
We were told later th at I h ad 
not h ad a h eart attack, but th at 
I h ad gone into sh ock, probably 
because of sev ere ch est pain. 
TYie cause of th e pain was nev er 
determined, but a h iatal h ernia 
was discov ered by th e X ray s. 
Could y ou ex plain wh at is going 
on wh en a person is in sh ock? 
Wh y was I kept in th e inten­ 
siv e coronary care unit at th e 
h ospital on th e h eart monitor 
and on ox y gen th e wh ole time 
(four day s)? Th ey did say th at 
my blood pressure h ad dropped 
to 50, th en went too h igh . 
DEAR READER— It is wise 
to put a patient with known 
h eart disease wh o dev elops se­ 
v ere ch est pain, in th e h ospital 
for observ ation. Sometimes it is 
not possible to tell if a patient 
h as* h ad a h eart attack or not 
unjjji after a period of observ a­ 
tion and tests. 
Sh ock can be caused from 
pain of any origin. Basically , 
sh ock is circulatory failure, 
wh ere th e h eart fails to pump 
enough blood or th e blood is not 
properly circulated. A simple 
faint is a mild form of sh ock, 
because blood is not circulated 
in sufficient amounts to th e 
brain. 
Obv iously y ou needed treat­ 
ment for sh ock, wh ich is ample 


reason to h av e y ou in a coro­ 
nary care unit and y our circu­ 
lation monitored. 
Pain induces sh ock th rough 
reflex mech anisms th at eith er 
inh ibit th e normal beating of 
th e h eart or tend to dilate th e 
blood v essels, causing th e blood 
pressure to fall.

I can’t begin to tell y ou wh at 
caused y our ch est pain. It could 
h av e been caused by pain from 
a spasm of y our food tube 
(^oph agus) to th e stomach . 
'ITiis can occur from th e reflux 
of acid digestiv e juice into th e 
esoph agus from th e stomach as 
part of th e problem of h iatal 
h ernia th rough th e diaph ragm. 
Proper care of h iatal h ernia 
can minimize th is problem. 
You can h av e ch est pain from 
th e h eart, th e esoph agus or 
from a sudden blood clot to th e 
lungs or ev en from a tear in th e 
aorta, th e main artery from th e 
h eart to th e rest of th e body oth ­ 
er th an th e luni^. Th ere are 
many oth er causes as well. 
It is important for any one 
wh o dev elops sudden ch est pain 
to h av e immediate medical at­ 
tention. A large number of 
death s from h eart disease oc­ 
cur because medical h elp and 
facilities are not av ailable 
soon enough . So don’t procras­ 
tinate, call y our doctor or get 
h elp if y ou h av e sudden ch est 
pain.

Fro st h its coffee; 
p rice s will climb 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AP) — An estimated th ree 
q uarters of Brazil’s coffee crop 
h as been h it by frost, meaning 
h ousewiv es around th e world 
may be pay ing 50 per cent 
more for coffee by th is fall. 
All ex ports h av e been h alted 
until th e full damage can be as­ 
sessed. 
Camilo Calazans de Ma- 
galh aes, president of Brazil’s 
Coffee Institute, said Monday 
th at th e frosts ov er th e past 
week were th e worst in 50 
y ears, th at trees were damaged 
“nearly down to th eir roots,” 
and th at th is will affect th e 
nex t two growing seasons. 
“We were try ing to produce 
as much as 28 million bags in 
th e nex t (197 6-7 7 ) crop, but 
now, with th e frosts, we will be 
lucky if we produce 10 or 12 
million bags,” h e said. 
Brazil, th e world’s largest 
coffee producer, ex ported 12.1 
million bags last y ear, more 
th an h alf of it to th e United 
States. In all. Brazil supplies a 


th ird of all world coffee sales. 
Th ere h as been fierce trading 
on th e London coffee market 
because of th e Brazilian crisis 
and th e price h as adv anced an 
unprecedented 62 per cent in 
two day s. On Monday , th e price 
for coffee to be traded in Sep­ 
tember sky rocketed $391 per 
metric ton. closing at $1,881. 
“Th e Brazilian crop wh ich 
h as been partly destroy ed is 
nex t y ear’s, but it is present 
prices wh ich are affected and it 
is th ese wh ich manufacturers 
must pay to replenish ex isting 
stocks,” th e Financial Times of 
London said. 
Ex perts of th e Brazilian Ru­ 
ral Society estimated th e 1976 
coffee h arv est would be only 
four million bags compared 
with 27 million in 1975. 
In th e first fiv e month s of 
1975, Brazil ex ported 1.2 million 
bags of coffee, far below initial 
projections of 17 million bags.

W. C. Hu nter has 
begu n restitu tion to ease an 
aching conscience. 
Hu nter, pastor of the World’s 
Chu rch of the Liv ing God here, 
said that he stole $3,000 from a 
food store 14 y ears ago while 
“‘obsessed with gambling and 
wild way s.” 
“Unbeliev able,” said 
Don 
Blev ins, store manager, when 
Hu nter went to the store and 
made a $5 0 pay ment this week 
to repay the theft. 
“Now I can feel tru ly free,” 
the minister said. “I can look 
my people in the ey es and tell 
them that I hav e sinned, bu t I 
hav e sou ght and receiv ed for- 
giv en^s from God and man.” 
The pastor said he ex pected 
to be arrested when he owned 
u p to the theft. Bu t flabber­ 
gasted police told him after 
consu lting the district attorney 
that he wou ld remain free be­ 
cau se the statu te of limitations 
had long since ru n ou t on the 


crime. 
Hu nter said that when he was 
25 he was so obsessed with 
gambling that he often sold his 
family ’s food and fu rnitu re — 
his three children were then 
y ou ng — to get money for card 
games and whisk ey . 
He recalled that he work ed at 
the store as a clerk and that 
one ev ening a lock on the safe 
brok e and the late manager hid 
the day ’s receipts in a produ ce 
bin. He said he hid in a storage 
area u ntil other employ es had 
left and then took the money . 
“Man, 1 felt good with that 
big sack of money ,” he re­ 
called. “I bou ght a half a pint 
of gin, went to a pool hall to 
celebrate and afterwards went 
home ... and 1 rolled the money 
u p bill by bill and “stu ck them 
in Christmas balls. 
“That was more money than 
I had ev er seen in my life. Ev - 
ery time I ran low on money for 
whisk y or gambling, I wou ld 
ju st ru n home and break some 


of them ’ 
In abou t one month the mon­ 
ey was gone, he said. “I threw 
it away on the gambling tables 
and in the alley s.” 
The metamorphosis of W. C. 
Hu nter, scou ndrel, into W. C. 
Hu nter, rev erend, began abou t 
10 y ears ago when he retu rned 
from a 72-hou r gambling binge 
to a home dev oid of fu rnitu re. 
“I had been ou t drink ing and 
gambling and the first thing I 
saw when I walk ed in the door 
was my k ids sitting on the cold 
floor, wrapped in coats to k eep 
warm,” he said. 
“My wife was sitting there in 
front of the fireplace throwing 
old shoes into the fire to k eep 
the k ids warm. I can still smell 
that leather bu rning. 
“She was sitting there on a 
tin can, throwing them shoes 
into the fire and reading the 
New Testament. I got so mad, 
feeling lik e God was the cau se 
of my bad life, that I grabbed 
it ou t of her hands and threw it

Sterling farm specializes in purebred Arabian horses 


By JUDY SCHMIDT 
Once referred to as th e “cadillac of h orses”, a 
p urebred Arabian is a truly majestic creature. 
Being th e oldest known p urebred breed of 
liv estock, going back 3500 y ears, th ey are today th e 
most v ersatile and intelligent h orse in th e United 
States. 
Pro fessio na lly , they sho w well under Eng lish o r 
western sa ddle, co mpete in bug g y a nd ro a dster 
Cla ss (Simila r to sulky ra ces) a nd ex cel a s jumpers 
a nd cutting ho rses. 


Weigh ing between 1000 to 1100 p ounds, th ey can 
carry a quarter of th eir own weigh t around all day . 
Th ey h av e inv incible endurance and originally 
were ridden by Arabs ov er desert sands. Th e mares 
were p referred ov er th e stallions, for th eir 
disp osition and p ersonality . 
Arabian h orses are minus two to th ree bones in 
th eir skeletal makeup p lus one v ertebrae and th eir 
b(mes are closely related to iv ory . Because of th ese 
ch aracteristics, it h as been found th at th ey are less 
p rone toward p roblems with in th e skeletal sy stem. 
Th e breed h ad been run in Poland and England 
for many y ears and th en gained p op ularity in th e 
States wh en th ey were brough t to ^uth em 
California. 
One of th e earlier imp orters of Arabians liv ed in 
Grand Detour and an interest h as generated in th e 
Rock Riv er area ev er since. Th ough th ere are Arab-

Th ey h av e ap p rox imately six ty -fiv e h ead of 
h orses, immaculate and well groomed, each with a 
sep arate box stall. 
Th e Huddlestons h av e owned and worked with 
h orses h alf th eir liv es but it was only twelv e y ears 
ago th at th ey started with Arabians wh en th ey 
p urch ased th eir first stud h orse. 
Th ey continued to buy , breed, raise and sell 
.until th ey were inv olv ed in p ractically ev ery p h ase 
of th e Arabian h orse world. 
Each y ear th ey make th e circuit with th eir sh ow 
h orses, and a room full of brilliant colored ribbons 
attests to th e fact th at th ey are all winners, 
Jim p roudly mentions th at th ey h av e h ad a 
National Ch amp ion cutting h orse, a 22-y ear- 
y ear old western p leasure h orse th at came up in th e 
top ten and a Reserv e (2nd p lace) National 
ch amp ion th at worked ov er obstacles and went on to 
become a mov ie star. 
Tbe h orse was called “Tah lot” and after h e left 
th e Harv ey farms at th e-age of th ree, h e trav eled 
around in sh ows for awh ile until a p h y sician in 
California p urch ased h im. 
Th rough h im, Tah lot got h is first big break in 
sh ow biz and went on to star weekly on th e 
“Virginians,” a once p op ular TV series. 


But th en, celebrities are not uncommon with th e 
h orse set. 
Th e Huddlestons were inv olv ed in th e making of 
a p romotional film “Th e Proud Breed”, . with 
recording star Way ne Newton and h av e worked on 
tap es with stars Joh n Dav idson and actress Sue Ann 
l^ngdon. 
Th ey all sh are membersh ip s in th e Inter­ 
national Arabian Horse Association and Jim is p ast 
p resident of th e National Assn. of Cutting Horses, 
wh ere h e was instrumental in up grading and 
ch anging th e image of th e cutting h orse sh ows. 
Th e sh ow circuit can be made almost y ear 
round. Th ey may start in Arizona in February , go 
down south in May , th en p lay in Milwaukee, Wis. or 
Des Moines, Iowa. Th ere are p lenty of op p ortunities 
to trav el wh en y ou own Arabians but it can be just 
as ex citing at h ome wh en th ere’s a newborn foal in 
th e bam or in th e case of th e Harv ey farm, usually 
more th an one. 
Basically , th eir sociable nature makes th em 
good comp any and a natural comp anion for adults 
and ch ildren alike. 
To quote a coup le of Arabian h orse admirers, 
th e South African nov elist Stuart Cloete wrote, “Th e 
Arabian h orse is one of th e few, p erh ap s th e only , 
domestic animal wh ich cannot be imp rov ed.” 
And Tex as writer Claude Stanush best sums it 
up wh en h e calls it “Th e ideal h orse, a model for all 
oth er h orses, one of th e wonders of th e world.”

Th e U of 1 botanist say s th at 
basically th e secret to th e p ro­ 
ductiv ity of C4 p lants is th eir 
ability to grow and maintain 
th emselv es with only one ty p e 
of energy consump tion or resp i­ 
ration. Less p roductiv e C3 
p lants h av e a sp ecial ty p e of 
day time p h oto-resp iration th at 
uses up p lant growth and main­ 
tenance energy almc^t as fast 
as th e p lant makes such p h (ko- 
sy nth etic energy . Th e result is 
th at C3 p lants h av e less energy 
left ov er for man to h arv est as a 
food crop . 


Kennedy also say s th at C3 
p lants waste a great deal of wa­ 
ter and carbon diox ide wh ich 
are th e raw materials used to 
make sugar and oth er food 
stuffs. 
Much of Kennedy ’s research 
inv olv es study ing th e ch emis­ 
try of a C4 weed calle p urse- 
lane. He feels a comp lete un­ 
derstanding of wh at makes 
such weeds so p roductiv e may 
ultimately allow p lant breeders 
to incorp orate th is ch aracteris­ 
tic into food-p roducing p lants. 
Kennedy say s anoth er likely 
p ossibility is to treat less p ro­ 
ductiv e p lants with ch emicals 
th at will cause th em to function 
like th e more p roductiv e p lants.

windmills will be made in fiv e areas from 
coast to coast by th e Surv ey Research Labo­ 
ratory of th e Univ ersity of Illinois 
Prof Robert Ferber, laboratory director, 
said th is sh ould rev eal th e ex tent to wh ich 
p eop le may object to windmills on different 
ty p es of landscap es and wh ich p eop le are

o f card iac arrest in child ren 
u n d er an esthesia at sev en in ­ 
stitu tio n s between 1960 an d 
1972. Altho u gh 
resu scitatio n 
was acco mp lished su ccessfu lly 
in abo u t two -third s o f the cases, 
24 o f the child ren d ied . Half o f 
the d eaths were attribu ted to 
card io v ascu lar facto rs an d half 
to resp irato ry facto rs.

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Hu tterites cling to o ld ways in Mo n tan a co lo n y 


NEW ROCKPORT COLONY, 
Mont. (AP) — Samuel, the 
blacksmith of New Rockp ort 
Colony , say s he would have 
liked to have been a p hy sician. 
That never could have been 
in his world He would have 
had to overthrow more than 
four centuries of heritage. 
Instead , Samuel submitted 
his will to that of his brethren, 
became a blacksmith and re­ 
mained a true Hutterite. 
Dressed in a p laid , high-col- 
lar shirt, black smock and rum­ 
p led , baggy trousers held up 
with button susp end ers, he la­ 
bors d aily in a p ast-century 
shed , fashioning the finest of 
p resent-century machines from 
shining surgical steel. 
TYie shed , which also houses 
a carp enter shop , is the only 
one of the more than two d ozen 
simp le build ings constituting 
the New Rockp ort comp ound or 
“brud erhof” which ap p ears to 
be d eteriorating. “We’ll p rob­ 
ably build a new shop next 
y ear,” say s the blacksmith’s 
d aughter, d ressed , like every 
other female in the 9 9 -member 
colony , in the many -lay ered 
and 
multicolored 
p easant 
clothes of 16th century Austrian 
Ty rol. 
New Rockp ort is one of about 
30 Hutterite colonies d otting the 
vast, sun-d renched p lains of 
Montana, the Dakotas, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. The breth­ 
ren number more than 3,000. 
They are followers of Jacob 
Hutter, a Christian marty r who 
found ed the sect in Austria in 
1528. The p ious and good -hu­ 
mored 
Hutterian 
Brethren 
thrive economically , religiously 
and socially . 
Theirs is a communal sy stem 
which has wed d ed an austere 
agrarian social life of long ago 
with the most p rogressive of 
20th century agricultural tech­ 
niques and tools — the best of 
both world s, ad mirers say . 
An occasional urbanite vis­ 
itor, y earning for the quiet of 
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field and farmy ard , might find 
the sy stem initially attractive. 
But the gulf between ord inary 
America, rooted in ind ivid ­ 
ualism, and Hutterite life, com­ 
p letely d ep end ent on submis­ 
sion of nearly every ind ivid ual 
right to the good of the colony , 
would be too wid e for most out­ 
sid ers to cross. 
One outsid er who must brid ge 
the gap is the school teacher. 
The teacher, by state or p rovin­ 
cial law, must be a certified 
and qualified instructor. Since 
Hutterite acad emic ed ucation 
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PG 


end s at eighth grad e, no mem­ 
ber of the colony could hop e to 
enter the p rofession. 
At New Rockp ort, the Hutte- 
rites p rovid e a small house on 
the ed ge of the colony for their 
teacher 
The school is a bare, gray , 
one-room ed ifice with wood en 
floors glossed by several d ec­ 
ad es of y early varnishing. 
Behind the half-d ozen rows of 
old -fashioned school d esks are 
several rows of straight-backed 
and highly varnished benches. 
The Hutterites gather there 


each evening for a half-hour 
church meeting. 
The language of worship is 
German. So is the common 
household language. So is the 
language of every child until 
first grad e. All old er Hutterites, 
though comfortable in English, 
sp eak with a clip p ed accent 
which evid ences their Europ ean 
cultural heritage. The Hutte­ 
rian Brethem first settled in 
the United States in 1874. 
The colony is d ominated by 
men, and old er men wield p ar­ 
ticular influence. The most 


p owerful man is the farm boss, 
who oversees the entire op er­ 
ation 
which 
sp ecializes 
in 
p oultry 
(more 
than 
18,000 
chickens, d ucks and turkey s), 
swine, d airy ing and grain. 
Prestige d oes not necessarily 
follow p ower, as the colony 
p reacher remains the most re­ 
sp ected man. He is allowed an 
ex tra p iece of furniture, a fine­ 
ly crafted , ceiling-high cabinet 
d esk. The few other items of 
colony -mad e furniture, bed s, 
d eacons benches, hat racks and 
hop e chests (size d ep end ing on 


p roximity to marry ing age), 
are carefully p rescribed and al­ 
lotted by the community . 
The community d ecid es near­ 
ly every thing by d emocratic 
vote, includ ing occup ation. 
A Hutterite y outh who asp ires 
to be the colony shoemaker 
may find himself assigned by 
the group to the p ig bams, if 
his brethren find him best suit­ 
ed to that task. 
Hutterite women all wear 
blue p olka-d otted head scarves. 
The scarves cover figured and 
ruffled bonnets which in turn 


cover hair 
p arted 
in 
the 
mid d le, tightly d rawn to the 
sid es and twisted und er at the 
forehead . 
The y oung girls will show 
y ou, with bright, blushing faces 
and 
giggles, 
the 
colony ’s 
“courting room.” The room, in 
the same build ing as the kin­ 
d ergarten classroom, is com­ 
p letely without furnishings. But 
on three sid es is built an 18- 
inch high, six-foot-wid e p lat­ 
form. 
“The kind ergarten child ren 
use this room for their nap s 


d uring the d ay , but other things 
go on here at night,” said a 
red -faced and giggling Re­ 
becca, in her early teens. 
The kitchen features equip ­ 
ment usually seen in good r^ - 
taurants. Much of it was built 
by Samuel, includ ing a room- 
size stainless steel oven where 
loaves of bread measuring 
more than a foot-square are 
baked in tand em. 
The community d ining facil­ 
ities stand between two lines of 
gray row houses containing 
several 
ap artments 
each.
